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ION-CHAPEL (although one of the

Aud in thy Seed ſhall all the Nations of the Earth * 
Bleſſed. 


HE God of Abraham be praiſed, for the proſpect 

which mine eyes behold of ſuch a number of per- 

ſons, Jews and others, aſſembled underneath the roof of 
this houſe. I ſee a company not indeed of every tribe and 
nation, and tongue and people, but I ſee thoſe that are 
come from diſtant quarters, both Jew and Gentile, aſſem- 
bled underneath the covert of this houſe. And, oh! may 
you all be in the covenant of the Almighty! may you all 

be ſecure under the canopy of his everlaſting love. I need 
not hinder your time with telling you, that, however, we 
Gentile dogs, (for ſuch is the name we will take upon our- 
ſelves,) however our fore-fathers may have entertained you, 
We are diſpoſed to regard you as our ſuperiors, we are

willing to conſider ourſelves as your ſervants, we allow you 
are the people of God after the fleſh ; the book of God de- 


clares it. Oh! may the Spirit cauſe you to underſtand 
it. 


God, that many of his children have been made partakers 
of the faith of Abraham, their father: to you were com- 
mitted the greater dine, and to Ws, Gentiles, the * 
bleſſings. | 
Fou ſee Jam a child, this is the day on lich 1 attain 
my twentieth year, I underſtand no language but Engliſh ; 
= 1 will not be expected, from the learned Jews 
that hear me, that I ſhould enter into criticiſms, as I do 
not underſtand them, but as ſuch J ſhall endeavour to ſpeak 
to you from the doctrines of this book, and it is the very 
nature of a learned man to love plainneſs beſt, and it is 
very far beneath his dignity to attempt to cavil at the un- 
learnedneſs of him who confeſſes his ignorance. 
Abraham is called the father of the faithful and the 
friend of God; and, to evince he deſerved that title, 
the Lord had faid he ſhould have a Son in a future 
time, and had alſo ſaid, that in his ſeed ſhould all the na- 
tions of the earth be bleſſed; Abraham believed God and 
hoped in him, as it were againſt hope, for, according to 
nature, he was paſt the age of begetting a child, his wife 
Sarah was alſo paſt conceiving; yet that mighty God who 
gave him the promiſe was able to bring it to effect. Abra- 
ham ſtaggered not at the promiſe of God, through unbelief, 
though Sarah laughed (perhaps I may not expreſs the 
word nght, pardon my ignorance) : at that time of life God 
did return to him; and Sarah conceived a ſon, and his 
name, as God had ſaid, was called Ifaac ; and from this 
OE man,

man, or rather from the ſeed of this man, in this line all 


the nations of the earth ſhall be bleſſed. Now this was 


the child of the promiſe, and was given by a miracle, for 
that muſt be a miracle which is not in the common courſe 
of nature; and, for the trial of Abraham's faith, this Iſaac, 
this beloved Iſaac, God calls Abraham to offer up as a ſa- 
crifice: Abraham did not reaſon on the matter, but obeyed 
the voice of God, being well aſſured it was the voice of 
God, and he proceeded to offer up Iſaac. I ſhall not take 
notice of every particular circumſtance in the chapter : his 
faith was tried, lie would have facrificed his ſon, had not 


the Almighty interpoſed and bid him ſtay his hand, and, 
turning round, he ſaw a ram which was to be offered up, 


and Iſaac his ſon was reſtored, as one raiſed from the dead. 
This Iſaac was to be the father, after the fleſh, of Meſ- 
fas, or Shiloh, that was to come, and I truſt you moſt 
of you know it is the Meſſias meant in the text as the ſeed 
of Abraham; this ſeed is ſpoken of as one, not as of 


many families, but confined to one family, that of Abra- 


ham: bur, though the ſeed is confined to one nation, the 
bleſſing is extended to all; for in thy ſeed ſhall all the na- 
tions of the earth be bleſſed. | "2 
Now you obſerve to whom this promiſe is bled It is 
made to Abraham, the friend of God, whoſe name was 
Abram, father, I think, of multitudes, but was changed to. 
Abraham, (as we in Engliſh call it,) a father of many na- 
tions, for it is ſaid, © a father of many nations ſhalt thou 
be.“ Now this could not be ſpoken of the patriarch after 
the fleſh, for he was only the father of one nation, namely, 
Iſrael, then it is after the ſpirit, for the ſpiritual ſeed ſhall 


be to many nations, and in that W N ſeed ſhall all the 
nations of the carth one day be bleſſed. -

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'” Conſider the character of Abraham, and though you al- 
lo he is ſaved by mercy, yet his character is worthy of 
imitation, it is worthy of praiſe. | 

Firſt, his faithfulneſs. — I have ſpoken a little upon this, 
and need not take up your time ; he ſtumbled not at the 
© promiſe of God through unbeli f; it is alſo ſaid he be- 
lieved in God, and it was accounted to him for righteouſ- 
neſs; he was a faithful man, and, by way of emi- 
nence, .is called the father of the faithful, not becauſe - 
faith proceeds from him, but becauſe his faith wis the moſt 
capacious: he is called the friend of God, /a title which 
God never gave to any individual but Abraham. I confeſs 
he has given it to a multitude, as in the e « eat, 


O friends, drink, yea drink abundantly, O beloyed!“ 
But Abraham is called the friend of God wya particular 
manner; Shall T hide (ſays the mighty God) from Abra- 
ham that thing which I do?“ No, he could not deſtroy 
the cities till he told Abraham. God admitted him to ſuch 
liberty as never was conferred before or ſince. 
Tbe Jewiſh nation is deſcended lineally from this faithful 
Abraham, from this friend of God. God put high honor 
on Abraham, and he will put high honour on the children 
for the ſake of the father, as his preſence was-with Iſrael of 
old, ſo it will to the concluſion : nations fell before them, 
he gave them ſuch power as never nation had before nor 
ſince. Kings were raiſed up for Iſrael, which will be the 
wonder of the world, till time ſhall be ſwallowed up in 
eternity; there was the mighty David, the man after God' 8 
own heart; there was that mighty man Solomon, the peace- 
able king: theſe kings are one part of the glory of Iſrael, 
but not their greateſt honour, though the preſence of God 
was in a particular manner manifeſted in the midſt of them, 
though

_ thouzh might and dominion were given to them, though 
kings were ſupplied for their ſake, and nations laid in ruing, . 
yet this is not the greateſt. honour of that nation, its great- 
eſt. honour is, that from it ſhould proceed the Shiloh, 
te in thy ſeed ſhall all the nations of the earth be bleſſed,” 
And Abraham and the Iſraelites of old had a dignity, had 
an honour put upon them. May we ſee it! You read the 
marks of their nation in their faces. Gentile ſinners, if 
you do not honour the Jews as your kings in a manner, 
and account yourſelves as their ſervants, you diſgrace your. 
profeſſion, Where is the man that can trace back his de- 
ſcent from ſuch noble people as the Jews can? Where is 
the higheſt monarch now reigning that can ſhew me, from 
good 'authority, the title of his fathers, as the Jews can? 
— But it is my intention, I hope you will hear me can- 
didly, without any prepoſſeſſion againſt . me, for if you 
come determined not to be convinced, it is but a bad ſign: 
if I am wrong may God convince me to-day : oh! convince 
me before this multitude, and let thy Iſrael, if they are 
wrong, bow to the ſceptre of truth, that we may no 
| longer be at variance, but all confeſs the gry of Gag. in 
the promiſed ſeed. 


| It is my intention to prove, or endeavour to prove, * 1 


well as a child can do,) that the Meſſiah, according ta 
your own Scriptures, is come. I intend to inquire who, 
this Meſſiah is, «in thy feed ſhall all the nations of the 
earth be bleſſed.” 

The firſt text I ſhall ſpeak from, you al find in hs 
49th chapter of this Book of Geneſis, and the 1oth verſe, 
When Jacob is bleſſing his ſons, he pronounces this 
bleſſing on Judah: © Judah, thou art he whom thy bre- 
thren ſhall praiſe; ; thy Hang {hall be in the neck of thine 
” B 1 enemies: ˖

enemies: thy father's children ſhall bow down before thee, 
Judah is a lion's whelp; from the prey, my ſon, thou art 
gone up : he ſtooped down, he couched as a lion, and as 
an old lion: who ſhall rouſe him up? The ſceptre ſhall 
not depart from Judah, nor a law-giver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come: and to him ſhall the gathering of 
the people be.” Now ſetting aſide all the needleſs cavils - 
of your nation concerning the tranſlation of theſe words, 
for you men of Iſrael, who are men of learning, know they 
are only cavils, for the word ſometimes means a rod as 
well as a ſceptre ; it means the mark, the ſtaff of power: 
then read it ſo; the rod ſhall not depart from Judah, nor a 
 haw-giver from between his feet. You all allow that the 
word law-giver is well tranſlated, then the word law-giver 
will ſuffice, if you wave the other word which we tranſlate 
ſceptre. I ſhall not attempt to prove the exact time 
when the ſceptre departed, that is not my intention, I 
tell you, you are more wiſe than I, and know it bet- 
ter than I; but my argument is that the ſceptre is 
now departed: is it not, Jews? l it now departed or is 
it not? where is your king? where is your power? where 
is your tribe? For, I ſuppoſe, the moſt learned of you can- 
not tell which is of the tribe of Judah, or which is the tribe 
of Levi, or any of the tribes ? But this you all know, that 
the ſceptre is departed from Judah, and the law-giver from 
| between his feet, which was not to be until Shiloh come; 
therefore it muſt follow, either the mighty God has. run 
from his word, or Shiloh, the Meſſias, the Prince, is come: 
which will you believe? Is the mighty God a liar, or is 
Shiloh come? You cannot deny but the ſceptre is de- 
| parted; I defy you all to deny it: you know the ſceptre 
has been departed for many hundreds of years, will not

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So farther: and you know- and have read many of your 
Authors; I have read 0 few of them: do they not ſay, 


(let hiſtory be proof, Jet! your own writers be proof, ) do 
they not ſay that at that very time when that Man came 
upon the earth, who was put to death in Jeruſalem, then 
the ſceptre did depart from Judah and the law-giver from 
between his feet — then your fathers are fools, or you are 
ſupremely wiſe ; the Meſſiah is come, or this word of God 
is not true in this prophecy. | | 
I ſhall not dwell any longer on this, but I ſhall lead you to 
Daniel, the gth chapter, and the 24th and following verſes : 
te Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people, and 
upon thy holy city, to finiſh the tranſgreſſion, and to make 


an end of fins, and to make reconciliation for jniquityyy' | 


and to bring in | everlaſting righteouſneſs, and to tral | 
up the viſion and prophecy, and to anoint the Moſt 
Holy.” I ſhall read the following verſes; „ Know 
therefore and underſtand, that from the going forth of the 
cammandment to reſtore and to build Jeruſalem unto the 
Meſſiah the Prince, ſhall be ſeven weeks; and threeſcore 
and two weeks the ſtreets ſhall be built again, and the wall, 
even in troublous times, And after threeſcore and two 
weeks ſhall Meſſiah be cut off, but not for himſelf; and 
the people of the prince that ſhall come ſhall deſtroy the 
city and the ſanctuary ; and the end thereof ſhall be with a 
flood ; and unto the end of the war deſqlatjons are deter · 
mined.“ 
Now one of your writers . paſſe a heavy curſe on 
every ane that may calculate the coming of Chriſt : he 
prays that his bowels may guſh out, —- My God, if I do 
wrong, let it ſo be: if not, let me bow before the ſceptre 
of truth. I am not going to enter into niceties concerning 
tele Prophecies, they have been long ſince expired: — 
Þ 2 Jeruſalem 
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Jeruſalem has been deſtroyed, but that prince which ſhould 


come as Meſſias, it is faid, ſhould be cut off prior to 
that. I know ſome of your writers read this differently; 
but you know the ſenſe of theſe words is not materially 
different. Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people 
and on the holy city. — I take theſe- weeks to be jubilee- 
weeks, and, if you calculate it in that way, it is directly 
490 years ; though they differ a little, we know the word 
of God muſt be true ; and it. is ſaid, at the end of thoſe 
70 years he ſhall finiſh trauſgreſſion and make an end of 
fins. To fulfil the promiſes, or the prophecies of God, to 
bring in everlaſting, righteouſneſs, can that be brought in 
by any but an everlaſting Perſon? And to anoint the Moſt 
Holy, moſt of you agree that Meſſiah the Prince is hinted 
at; and if not, you cannot deny the following verſe: 


« from the going forth of the commandment, , * 


your own fathers lived, they could calculate this time more 


exact than I can: and let me aſk your own conſciences, 
whether about the expiration of this term there was not a 


man appeared in the world who gave out that he was the 


Mieſſiah; and whether your nation did not cut off that 
man? It is ſaid, he ſhall be cut off. Whether he did not 


pronounce at his death, It is finiſhed ! — and to finiſh tranſ- 
greſſion and make an end of ſins: then it is ſaid, after that, 
I believe that the Prince that ſhould come ſhould deſtroy 
the city. Now, you all know the city of Jeruſalem was 
deſtroyed, but not till after the Meſſiah was cut off. — Is it 
not-the Roman power which is meant? Was it not the 
Roman power that deſtroyed that city ? Was not deſolation 
on your city to the end of the war? and thouſands, I may 
fay millions, fell at that ſtroke ? Joſephus ſays millions of 
ou ch . in that bloody ſcene, Is Jeru- 

falem

falem | deſtroyed, or is it not? If it is, why will you be 
blinded through unbelief? Why will you ſhut your eyes 
againſt the clear ſhining of light? Firſt, the Meſſias is to 
be cut off, and then, in conſequence of that, the people 
of the Prince that ſhall come ſhall deſtroy your city. Now _ 
you are at this day feeling the effects of that deſtruction, 
being ſcattered up and down over the face of the whole 
canive. - 

The next which I ſhall turn you to is K's 5th A of 
the prophet Micah, and the 2d and 3d verſes: 
« But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little 


among the thouſands of Judah, yet out of thee ſhall come 


forth unto me that is to be ruler in Iſrael ; whoſe goings 
forth have been from old, from everlaſting. Therefore will 
he give them up until the time that ſhe which travaileth ' 
hath brought forth; then, the remnant of his brethren mal 
return unto the children of Iſrael.” . 
It is from Bethlehem, e to your own „ 
that Meſſias the Prince was to proceed; for, when Herod, 
(you know there was ſuch a man as Herod, the king,) when 


Herod inquired where he was to be born that was to be 


called King of the Jews, thoſe of your own nation an- 
ſwered from this prophecy — Where is Bethlehem now, is 


it not laid in ruins ? Rather ſhew me the place exactly, if 
you can, where it ſtood, —Jeruſalem is no more; Bethlchem - 
is no more; therefore, either this prophecy is fulfilled al. 


ready, or it cannot be fulfilled. Ye ſhall come to him, 
and his ſceptre ſhall be an everlaſting ſceptte. How you 
will interpret the 3d verſe J have juſt mentioned. There=  * 
fore will he give them up, &c.— 1 cannot tell ; bur it ſeems 
to me to be ſomething concerning the Gentiles ; for it is 
ſaid, when the fulneſs of the Geutiles is brought in, then 7 
| | 1 all 
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all Iſrael ſhall be faved. That Iſrael will be brought in I have 
no doubt; that Iſrael will confeſs the Meſſiah I have no doubt; 
but the time mult be left to God alone; I truſt it is not far 
off, I truſt it is very near. Oh! that this day might be the 
beginning of the glorious ſeaſon ; and that the calling in of : 
Iſrael may be the means of ſpreading God's word from pole 
to pole : but, however, there is ſuch a prophecy. 
The prophet Haggai, the 7th chapter, 7th, - 8th, and 
gth verſes, you may read at your leiſure; and, alſo in 
_ Malachi, there is another prophecy partly ſimilar, in the 
3d chapter and the firſt verſe. I need not read you the 
other text from Haggai, becauſe there is not a vaſt deal 
of difference between them. It is promiſed by one of your 
* prophets, that the glory of the latter houſe ſhould be greater 
than that of the firſt : now there is no Jew but will confeſs . 
that the glory of the latter houſe, which Zerubabel built, 
was very far ſhort of the glory of the former; and though 
ſome of you ſay that is true, but Herod beautificd that 
temple ; yet none of you can think it was in the power of 
Herod to make his temple equal to that of Solomon. The 
old men wept when they ſaw the ſecond temple ; it was in 
a manner contemptible, when compared with the glory of 
the firſt temple; but then God, to comfort their hearts, 
- gives them that promiſe, that the glory of the ſecond 
temple ſhould be greater than that of the firſt. Why? Be- 
cauſe the meſſenger of the covenant ſhould ſuddenly come 
to his temple. Now, Jews, your temple is deſtroyed; 
you have no temple upon earth; you have no expectation 
of having a temple; how, then, can the meſſenger come 
to it? Is the word of God fallen to the ground? Is the 
Lord flack concerning his promiſes? Will he amuſe you 
with falſities? Would he give you promiſes which he ne- 
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Was he, ever füthleſs in any of his N and ſhall he 
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ver meant to fulfil? - By no means. Be well aſſured that 
the meſſenger is come to that temple, whoſe glory, by his 
preſence, was greater than the glory of the firſt; for all 
chat was in the firſt temple was but types of the ſe- 


cond. 


Now J have read theſe texts to you? if 1 it ſhould pleaſe 


Almighty God to enlighten your minds to ſee the mean- 
ing of them; I would argue then concerning what I have 


ſaid, that whoever is the Meſſiah, he wald be come, or 


| God's promiſes are fallen to the ground. — Do you reject 


that man whom we love? Our Meſſiah is come; and, 
if he is not the perſon, ſhew me who is. — Yes, Meſſiah 


is come, and the promiſes are ended. — But, you ſay, be- 


cauſe of the unbelief of our ſathers, and the ſinfulneſs of 
our nation, God hath withheld the fulfilment of his promiſes. 
Was God ever wont to do ſo? In former times, did the 
unworthineſs of your forefathers prevent the fulfilment of 
the promiſe ? — No; but it is faid in Geneſis, that he 


provoked him to anger while in your captivity. He did 
not conſume you, nor withheld his promilg ; but, notwith- 
ſtanding the uſurpation of your taſk-maſters, he brought 
you forth, with a mighty hand, he led you through the 
Red Sea, while your purſuers were overwhelmed in the 
mighty deep ; he led you about through the vaſt howling 


brought them out the ſelf-ſame a you have 


pea and brought you into the promiſed land. 
Nov, let me aſk you, what is your opinion of the 


Meſſiah ? Some of you ſay that he has appeared; bur that 
he lies buried, ſome fooliſh men ſay, in the depth of the 
ſea, till Elijah ſhall come and anoint him. But what God 
ever promiſed concerning the Meſſiah he has fulfilled.

But who is the Meſſiah? — And here I ſhall offend you; 


17 know I ſhall. We Chriſtians ay, that Jeſus of Naza- 
reth, whom your fathers crucified, is our Meſſiah ; you re- 
jet him as an impoſter; and though ſome among you al- 


low he was a good man, and that your fathers did wrong 
in killing him, yet the generality. of you do not even go 
that way. We believe that very man who groaned on 
Calvary, who ſhed his blood on the croſs, was the Meſſiah, 


that was to be cut off, not for himſelf, but for the ſins 


of his people; it was he who has finiſhed tranſgreſſion, he 
had none of his own to finiſh ; he hath finiſhed tranſgreſ- 
fion, he hath made an end of ſin, and hath brought in an 
everlaſting righteouſneſs, | 
1 ſhall direct your attention to many paſſages in the 
Book of God, and aſk you to whom they can be applied. 
In the 22d Pſalm, and the iſt verſe : « My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? who ſpake theſe words when 
he was in the pangs of death? I aſk the queſtion ; who 
ſpake theſe words when he was in the pangs of death ? — 
Was it not that man whom we believe to be the Meſſiah ? 
did not your people, many thouſands of them, hear On 
utter the words? 5 
But I proceed to the 7th verſe: « All they that ſee me, 
laugh me to ſcorn.” — Now you do not” believe thoſe 
books which we call the New Teſtament ; but, do you 
reject them? — You cannot reject them as a hiftory ; for 
it it had been a falſe account, I aſk, what is the reaſon 
that there is not a book which denies the things therein 


related? I mean a book, written at the preſent time. 


Now, inſtead of that, thoſe hiſtorians, which we call pro- 


hiſtorian, Joſephus, ſays, © about this time, there appeared 
a man, if it be lawful, indeed, to call him a man; for : 


that indeed, he was a mighty prophet, cannot be denied, | 


and he did many miracles in the ſight of the people 
and, he ſays, it is related concerning him, that he aroſe 
from the dead, and was ſeen of many. — Now, if this 
had been a falſity, would it have been thus recorded ? 
Again, there was a certain man, who was a heathen 
_ philoſopher, whoſe name was Dionyſius; he, being at a 
diſtance, and ſeeing thoſe ſigns which attended the cruci- 
fixion of Jeſus, exclaimed, “ Either the frame of nature 
is diſſolving, or the God of nature ſuffers!” — And when 
I tell you this man was, afterwards, a convert to Chriſti- 
anity, it may, perhaps, ſtrengthen the words which he 
ſpoke ; but the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks words here, which your 
own nation ſpoke of Jeſus Chriſt, that man whom we be- 
lieve to be the Meſſiah ; he truſted in the Lord, that he 
would deliver him; let him deliver him, ſeeing he de- 
lighted in him. The words which they ſpoke are theſe ; * 
he truſted in God, that he would deliver him; let him 
deliver him, if he will have him: he himſelf truſted in 
God, when he cried out, in a certain language, My God, 
my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? Many faid he 
called for Elias, but others anſwered Let be, (when they 
were going to interrupt him in his ſufferings,) let us fee” 
whether Elias will come and fave him; and, afterwards, 
bid him come down from the croſs. But, I proceed to 
the 14th verſe: * am poured out like water, and all my 
bones are out of joint; my heart is like wax, that is 
melted in the midſt of my bowels.” 
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The crucifixion of that man was typified by that ſerpent, 
Which was ſtuck on the pole, and by which, thoſe II- 
raclites, that were bitten of old by the fiery ſerpents, 
were healed. This was a type of that Meſſiah, who was 
one day to be ſtuck on a pole for that people. I am 
poured out like water: from his fide guſhed out blood 
and water; the water proceeded from a ſort of bell that 
is round the heart, to keep the blood in a proper heat; 
and, if we conſider the manner in which Chriſt was cru- 
cified and taken down from the croſs, we may well con- 
ceive, that it muſt diflocate his body. But the Pfalmiſt 
procceds : Dogs have encompaſſed me; the aſſembly of 
the wicked have incloſed me; they pierced my hands and 
my feet; I may tell my bones; they look and ſtare upon 
me.” Now what ſays hiſtory? They pierced his hands 
and his feet David ſpeaks farther : * They part my 
"garments among them, and caſt lots for my veſture.” 
And, thus I read, the Roman ſoldiers would not rend his 
garment, but caſt lots for it, becauſe it was a curious one ; 
then, ſurely, it was this man which David meant. Now . 
turn, if you pleaſe, to the 53d chapter of Iſaiah's prophecy; 
you may look at the 14th verſe of the preceding chapter: 
ee his viſage was marred more than any man's, and his 
form more than the ſons of men.“ I ſhall read you ſeve- 
ral verſes of the 53d chapter: He was deſpiſed and re- 
jected of men; a man of ſorrows, and acquainted with 
grief; he was deſpiſed, and we eſteemed him not; ſurely 
he hath borne our griefs and carried our ſorrows, yet we 
did eſteem him ſtricken, ſmitten of God, and afflicted; 
but he was wounded for our tranſgreſſions, he was bruiſed 
for our iniquitics ; the chaſtiſement of our peace was upon 
him, and by his ſtripes we are healed: he was oppreſſed, 
: and 
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5 and he mas afflicted. yet he opened not his mouth; he was 
brought as a lamb to the ſlaughter, and as a ſheep before 
the ſhearers is dumb, ſo he opened not his mouth; he was 
taken from priſon, and from judgement, and who ſhall 
declare his generation; for he was cut off from the land 
of the living, for the tranſgreſſion of my people was he 
ſtricken; for he made his grave with the wicked, and 
with the rich in his death, becauſe he had done no vio- 
lence, neither was any deceit in his mouth.“ — According 
to your own teachers, this paſſage of God's word hampers 
you more than all the paſſages beſide ; ſome of you have 
even wiſhed it not to have been there, or that it had been ſhut 
out from vulgar eyes, that they might not ſee it: it is one of 
your articles that you build much on; you think you muſt 
give credit to your teachers; ſomè of your teachers have 
interpreted this to mean David, ſome Joſhua, ſome Zacha- 
riah, ſome Zerubabel; then you muſt believe every one 
of them, and they every one contradict one another. But 
I truſt now, that wiſe men, like you, can no ig be led 
by the blindneſs of your teachers. Who is it! that is ſpoken. 
of in theſe texts? You may be aſſured, that ſome one 
greater than man is here deſigned. Why, then, is it an an- 
gel? None of you will believe this. Who could it be, but 
that Meſſiah, who was born in the city of Bethlehem, 
and who - ſuffered according to the prophets. Now this 
man has anſwered to the deſcription given by all the pro- 
phets concerning him. There is one of them that ſpoke ' 
concerning the money for which he was betrayed, thirty 
pieces of ſilver; and he tells you, moreover} what is to 
be done with the money; to buy the Potters Field, to bury, 
ſtrangers in, Now appeal to your own judgements, whe- 
ther this is not. applicd to Jeſus Chriſt, ki is ſaid, in this 
| 'C'2 ET chapter, 


. 
chapter, that he made his grave with the wicked, and 
with the rich; he was crucified between two thieves, and 

be was buried in the ſepulchre of the rich man. 

Wen Judas betrayed his Lord and repented of what he 
had done, he brought back the money to the chief prieſts 

and elders, and they ſaid it is not lawful to put them into 

the treaſury, becauſe it is the price of blood; and they 
took counſel, and bought, with the money, the Potters 


Field, to bury ſtrangers in, according to the word of the 


Lord by Jeremiah. Here is this text exactly fulfilled, 
What is the reaſon the prieſts fulfilled this text? Had they 
had it in their mind, I will be bound they would not have 
done it; for they never did it to prove, in after-ages, that 
\ Jeſus was the Meſſiah. It is alſo prophecied who ſhould 
' betray him: © We took ſweet counſel together, and 
went to the houſe of God as friends.” But it is ſaid, he 
has lifted up his heel againſt me. This is another clear pro- 
phecy of that man, whom we call the Meſſiah. Judas 
| betrayed his maſter for 30 pieces of ſilver, and brought 
him to death, who was the only hope of everlaſting life. 
But, perhaps, you ſay I would not have crucified him, 
but I will not have him for my Meſſiah, You will not 
have a crucified Saviour ? what not the man who has borne 
your fins, and carried your ſorrows? Will you ſay it was 
never determined of the Meſſiah, that he ſhould ſuffer ? 
what then means that prophecy in Zachariah ? * Awake, O 
ſword, againſt my ſhepherd, againſt the man that is my 


equal, faith the Lord of hoſts.” And God had determined 


that this prophecy ſhould alſo be fulfilled : © I have trod- 
den the wine-preſs alone, and of the people there was none 
with me.” — Now, when God ſays, the man that is my 
** of whom doth he ſpeak? Who is the equal of 

God? 
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God? is any man on earth, is the greateſt prophet or king, - 
or even the greateſt angel amongſt thoſe who excel in 
ſtrength, are any of theſe equal to the great God? No; 
| you will ſhudder at the idea: then it can be none other 
than that man, whom we preach this 'day, ia whom all 
Ilrael will be ſaved. 

You cannot deny, nay, you do not attempt it, that the 
man, whom we call Jeſus, wrought many prophecies: 
now the account ſome of your teachers give of the man- 
ner in which he wrought them, is hardly worth men- 
tioning ; that it was by a charm, which he ſtole out of the 
temple. Now, if it was not the will of God, that he 
ſhould be ſpoken of as the Meſſiah, which he really was, 

do you think he could have overpowered the Almighty, 
and againſt his will have taken this charm out of the 
temple ? beſides any perſon, you know, that preſumed to 
enter into the Holy of Holies, (where this charm, as you 
| ſay, was depoſited,) except the high prieſt, would have 

been ſtruck dead. Now let me intreat you to conſider a 
little, if God had not ſealed, had not determined from all 
eternity, to ſet forth this man as the true Meſſiah ; never, 
never would theſe miracles have ſhewn themſelves forth. 
Tour chief prieſts held a council, at one time, to conſider 
what they ſhould do; for, ſaid they, a notable miracle has 
been wrought. This Meſſiah, of whom we ſpeak, wrought 
many miracles; he raiſed the widow's ſon; he cauſed 
thouſands ro be fed, many of whom, I doubt not, em- 
brued their hands in his blood, at his death. — Why did 
he do theſe miracles? He likewiſe caſt out the devil, 
but you ſay he caſt him out by the power of Satan. 
Can Satan be. divided againſt himſelf? was ever ſuch a 
oy” known ? — = Nay, the very devils themſelves bore. 
wicnels 
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witneſs to him; for they were heard to ſay, by crowds. of 
enemies; Thou art Jeſus, the Son of God! and, at other 
| times, Art thou come to deſtroy us before the time | ? Nor 
could they enter into the herd of ſwine, till they had firſt 
gained this man's permiſſion. Now, what think you of 5 
theſe miracles ? Again, what think you of this man, as a 
prophet ? If you would oblige, and read the New Teſta- 
ment, you would find it does not condradict the Old Scrip- 
tures; you will find Chriſt preached the deſtruction of your 
city; he preached the manner of its deſtruction, and it 
came to paſs according to his word. How could he know. 
this without the Spirit of God? And do you think God 
would have permitted theſe prophecies to have been ſo fulfilled 
if Chriſt had not been his own anointed ? And you know, 
to inſtance in the caſe. of Jeruſalem, that not even the 
walls nor any part of it can be found; and, according to 
his prediction, one ſtone is not left on another, | 
Moſes allo ſays, A prophet will the Lord your God 
_ raiſe up unto you from amongſt your brethren; him ye ſhall 
hear,” In the words that immediately follow, moſt of you. 
will allow, there is more implied than is ſpoken. — Moſes. 
was a law-giver: it is ſpoken of the Meſſiah, he ſhall eſta- 
bliſh the. covenant with many for ſeyen years; and in the 
midſt of the week he ſhall be cut off: that was about three 
years and a half; and this Chriſt was crucified when he was 
about thirty-three years of age; thus, if you allow him to. 
be the Saviour, he was cut off in the prime of his life, 
Moſes was a law-giver, fo ſhall be the Saviour: it is ſaid, 
ce he ſhail put his law into their hearts; alſo, „ will 
eſlabliſn an everlaſting covenant with them.” We know: 
that that does not reſpect the ancient Moſaic covenant; 


and though the man we call Jeſus Chriſt did not de- 
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Aroy the law and the prophets, but fulfilled them; yet 
He may be faid to give another law; for he teaches 
to worſhip in another way ; he teaches the meaning of 

all the types and ſhadows and the ſpirituality of that 
old law, and he teaches us how to- be ſaved from the 
wrath to come. He is faid to be a prophet; he has 
ſhewed his office; he is the prophet of his people, 
faithful to guide them, and to teach them as the prophets 

did the things of God. A prophet like unto me, ſays 
| Moſes: — now Moſes was a worker of miracles ; then one 
might naturally expect that the Meſſiah was a worker of 
miracles alſo ; becauſe many wicked men have done great 
wonders who are known not to be of God; ſo, with reſpect 
to Moſes, there were thoſe wicked men who attempted 
to do great things; and you might as well diſbelieve the 
miracles of Moſes as thoſe of our Meſſiah. Yes, Jeſus 
wrought greater miracles : — Moſes divided the ſea; Moſes 
led the people. Moſes gave laws: but that man your 
fathers crucified raiſed the dead ; he would not be made a 
king; the winds and waves obeyed him; he knew the 
thoughts of men while they were yet at a- great diſtance 
from him: theſe are only to be known by God: if, there- 


fore, the Saviour knew the thoughts of men, could ſtill the 


winds and waves by a word, who is he but the promiſed 
Meſſiah ? and, it is ſaid, he that will not believe him I will 
require it of him; I will bring ſuch judgement on that 
man, that whoſo hears it, his cars ſhall tingle. | 
You have reſiſted the Meſſiah to this day. Why are you 
otherwiſe in captivity ? Your fathers often offended God, 
but they were always reſtored, though frequently not till the 
fourth generation; but with how many viſitations have you 
been viſited by the judgements of God: and conſider what 
| | | {fans 
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fins yours muſt have been to have 1 down ſuch / 


' ſevere Judgement of God upon yo Now, you ſay, the 
old ſins have never been purged away: but, if that was the 


caſe, you never would have returned from captivity; for, 
till the ſeventy years was accompliſhed, you could not re- 


turn. Then your temple was rebuilt, and your former forms 


of worſhip reſtored to you: but when you rejected that pro- 


phet, whom we call the Son of God, you were ſcattered. 


over the face of the earth, and you never will be aſſembled 
together till you believe in that man whom we believe to 
be the Meſſiah. Your forefathers have crucified him who 
never did injury to your nation; and you alſo have rejected 
the ſole hope of Iſrael, in whom centre all the prophecies 
of the Old Teſtament, him that was born of the nation and 
of the ſeed of Abraham, born of a virgin, as Iſaiah fore- 


told: — Behold a virgin ſhall conceive and bear a Son, and | 
his name ſhall be called Wonderful, Counſellor, the Mighty 


God, God in .fleſh, God veiled or inſhrined in manhood, 
upon whoſe ſhoulders the government ſhould me: it is he 


who is faid to be a prieſt for ever, aſter the order of Mel- 


chiſideck; for he has not offered up the blood of bulls 
and of goats, which cannot poſſibly take away fins, but he 
has ſacrificed his own body for ſin, and, by that ſacrifice, 


has for ever perfected them that are ſanctified. He B 
prophecied of as a king: you are expecting a king in Sion, - 


ſuch an one as Alexander the Great, or David of old: but 
hear what Zachariah ſays, © Behold the king cometh to 
thee ſitting on an aſs, and on a colt the foal of an aſs.” 
Was not this fulfilled in our Jeſus? did not he ride in Jexu- 
ſalem on an aſs, and on the foal of an aſs, while ſhoutin 

millions hailed his triumph? Did not he then ſay, that ore 
long thoſe oy 7 people thould reject him and . him? 
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his is the king that was to come, this is. the King that 
has come! and, oh! may the King of kings cauſe you to 
believe on him | Now, there are many promiſes made to 
your nation; but it is impoſſible for you to receive them 
till you believe in this promiſed Meſſiah ; therefore, until 
you believe in him, you reject your bleſſings. 

Now, Sirs, what ſay you; have I ſpoken to you, chough 
in fooliſhneſs, yet the words of truth? If I have not, let 
me not ſpeak another word; I am as ſure, as that this bleſ- 
ſed book before me is given by inſpiration, that many of 

your nation are convinced in their conſciences that Jeſus is 
their Saviour; yet they will ſtand out, that he is not the 

Meſſiah ; they fight againſt light and knowledge, and [ have 
not a doubt (norwithſtanding the fooliſhneſs of the. poor 
worm that is now ſpeaking to them) that the texts I have 
ve convinced many that Jeſus is the Meſſiah $3 
for fear of changing their religion, they will con- 
ny him. This man, becauſe he came in poverty, 
: block to your nation; it is ſo ſaid, that 
he mould be a Itone of ſtumbling and a rock of offence 
to the houſe of Iſrael, and this is no more than what is 
prophecied of hin, as the Plalmiſt ſays, that the ſtone 
which the builders refuſed, the lame 1 is become the chief 
ſtone in the corner, 

And, as the death of Chriſt was prophecied of, ſo alſo 
was his reſurrection: David ſays, thou wilt not leave my 
ſoul in hell; neither wilt thou ſuffer thine Holy One to ſee 
corruption: #s though the Pfalmiſt had ſaid, his ſoul ſhall 
nut be left in the prace of the dead, hut ſhall be raiſed from 

the deady exalted to the, right hand of Power. And again; 
ide Lord faid unto my Lord, fir thou on my right hand, 

until I make thine encinies thy footſtool. And again; thy 
| | 5 D people 
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le "ſhall be willing in the day of thy power. "a 
| Prophecy of the reſurrection and aſcenſion of Jeſus the Son 
of God you have in theſe words : «© Thou haſt aſcended on 
high, thou haſt led captivity captive, and received gifts for 
men. All of you know that it cannot be ſaid of God that 
he either aſcends or deſcends, becauſe he is a ſpirit ; that 
which aſcends or deſcends - muſt be a ſubſtance ; but 
then, of whom is David ſpeaking, when he ſays, « God is 
gone up with a ſhout!” Who is that? That is him to 
whom he faid, © thou haſt aſcended on high.” 
Now you will not believe that the man, whom your 
fathers crucified, was raiſed again the third day. Did not 
he ſhew himſelf alive forty days and forty nights, eating 
and drinking, and by many infallible proofs, ſuch as his 
ſuffering himſelf to be handled. It was not dont in a cor- 
ner. What is the reaſon that books were not written to 
prove it a falſchood at the time, if it were ſo? On the con- 
trary, your ſenators and rulers, “and the kings of the earth 
ſtood up and took counſel. together againſt the Lord, and 
againſt his Anointed,” and they all ſtand up now to hinder 
the ſpread of his name, but they cannot deny but ſuch 
1 things were. 
© Now I beſeech you, as you are . men and capable 
do counſel us upon it, ſearch the Scriptures; you think you 
underſtand them; explain them to us Gentiles : but, if 
you reject this Meſſiah, you reject the prophecies ; if you 
will not believe in Jeſus, reject Moſes ; for Moſes teſtified 
things concerning him; and I may ſay that there are many 
Poor ignorant men among Gentile Chriſtians, who can tell 
vou more exactly the meaning of the types and ſhadows of 
the old temple, than the moſt learned of the Jews. Will 
vou have this man to ci ig over you ? — ſurely it muſt be

Meſſiah; my foul is aſſured of it; he is my Saviour; he 
is my Wonderful Counſcllor, that man you crucified ; this is 
the ſtone the builder refuſed ; neither is there ſalvation in 
any other, for © there is no other name given under heaven 
whereby we can be ſaved ;” if yon reject him, you reject - 


everlaſting life ; you are condemned by your own law, and 


you are incapable of worſhipping God by your own law; 
you have no high prieſt; or, if you have one you term 
ſuch, you are not ſure of what tribe he is; for you are 
not ſure of what tribe you are yourſelves; whether of the 
tribe of Levi, Judah, or Benjamin, you know not ; there- 
fore, you cannot have a high .prieſt ; you are without a 
temple ; you are without the preſence of God. 

It is a well-known fact, that there is not a place on the 
face of the globe, where trade is eſtabliſhed, but there is a 
Jew to be found; and the kings of the Gentiles have had 
dominion over you: and, though you. have been tracing 
your deſcent from all nations, yet you remain a diftin&t 
people to this day. Oh that you may be preſerved ! Yes; 
you are preſeryed, for the great fulfilment of the promiſe, 
that you may be engrafted together, and have Meſſiah for 
your ſhepherd, and dwell once more under the protection 
of the God of Abraham. But there is no hope if you re- 
ject Meſfiah; all your expectations will end in darkneſs. — 
| Your fathers have waited for him, and ſome have been ſo 

' fooliſh, as to fix the time of his coming: but no Meſſiah 
appeared, becauſe he was already come. But if you re- 
ceive our Jeſus, I will repeat this prophecy of God's 
word: Not only your nation ſhall be bleſſed in the ſeed of

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| Abraham, but alſo all 8 As to the poor Gentiles, 
among whom you dwell, they do believe in Jeſus of *Na- 
zareth : witneſs hundreds, thouſands, who hear me this 
day. If you were to aſk them, they would tell you; 
(and they are men that will not lie; I know they will not;) 
they will tell you, that they never knew true joy or hap- 
pineſs, till they believed in Jeſus Chriſt. And, for you 
men of Iſrael, I truſt and hope, that your gathering toge- 
ther is not far off. God, the God of Abraham, ſhall bleſs 
you, not only in this world, but in that which is to 
come, 5 85 
If you ſhould ſtill ſay (though I hope you will not) 
chat Jeſus has no power; conſider, only for a moment, 
' how he has maintained his Goſpel to the preſent day; and, 
notwithſtanding it has been perſecuted by all parties, it 
multiplies to the preſent day. One of your own people 
faid, If this be of God, we cannot overcome it; and, be- 
ſides, as great men as any of you can be have renounced 
the Jewiſh religion. There is Zeres, the Jew, whoſe 
book 1 have now before me; he has written of the things 
of God, and he has proved, from all your own authors, 
that Jeſus Chriſt is the true Meſſiah. He has taken your 
Hebrew Bible, and tranſlated it exactly: he is a Jew, that 
was. converted in 1710. - May you believe in the great 
name of that Jeſus, whom he believed on. 

| I know not how to diſmiſs you, if what I have ſaid be 
not bleſſed ; in vain ſhall I ſpeak, in vain will you hear, 
May the God of Abraham, the God of Iſaac, the God of 
Jacob, look down upon you. with complacency ; may he 
enlighten your dark underſtandings, and bear witneſs in 


your hearts of Jeſus of Nazareth, that he is the t true Meſ- 
ſfiah, Amen. 
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\ HERE A PAPER WAS HANDED UP TO THE PULPIT, 


I have another word to ſay to the Jews, if they will 
have the condeſcenſion to ſtay. 

Many do not hke to embrace Chriſtianity, becauſe there 
are many ſects and parties. Were there not many among 
the Jews? Where were the Phariſees, the Sadducees, and 
many others, too numerous to mention? Some perſon has 
put into my hands a paper, reſpecting the prophecies of 
Brothers. This is a great proof to me of the veracity of 
the New Teſtament, which prophecies, © That, in the latter 
days, many falſe prophets ſhall ariſe,” If any one foretells 
things, which comes to paſs at the time that he predicts, 
you may have ſome reaſon to believe him ; but, if what 
he ſays does not come to paſs, you will reject him. 
The prophecies of this enthuſiaſt are not fulfilled, nor 
ever will be; as this is one argument in favour of the 
Goſpel, preached by the Apa of Jeſus of Nazareth.

theleſs, carry them as on the wings of an eagle, and bring 
them to that land which thou hadſt promiſed them ; then 
they did rebel againſt thee, and brought down, ſometimes, 
thy judgement upon them ; yet juſtice was always tempered 
with mercy, and thou didſt never puniſh them as their ſins 
deſerved: their enemies, though mightier than they, 
fell down before them; and thou conquered kings for 
ſakes, and they. enjoyed thy preſence. Thou didſt take 
thy judgements for a ſeaſon from them, but, afterwards, 
thou ſuffered them to fall before their enemies; yet, ne- 
vertheleſs, thou reſtored them; they . offended again and 
again, and they were again and again delivered; they wete. 
brought into captivity ſeventy years, according to the pro- 
phecy, but thou ſent thy ſervants of old to be leaders to 
them; and, according to thy promiſe, brought them again 
ro their land and their temple.
